Earlier in the week the papers 
carried a report that Father 
Charles E. Coughlin. the Detroit 
Priest and radio lecturer, had can- 
celed his series of radio talk* v.hlch 
had originally been scheduled over 
a coast to coast network. When 
Father Coughlin first announced his 
intention of repeating his addresses 
again this year, severe pressure, 
political and otherwise was brought 
to bear upon him. Then after a 
week's time, the Detroit priest him- 
self made the announcement that 
he would not present another of his 
anti-New-Deal talks this year. It 
remains to be said that Father 
Coughlin has accomplished 
thing that very few persons have 
ever been able to do and that is to 
stimulate serious thought in the 
minds of the American people. 
Through his dynamic personality 
and foreceful speaking, he has pre- 
sented a straightforward description 
5f this country's most pressing poli- 
tical problems.

Adams Authors 
New Speller 
Designed To Aid 
Self Teaching 

Dr. Jesse E. Adams, head of the 
Department of Philosophy of Edu- 
cation, is the author of a new spell- 
er entiUed. "My Self-Teaching 
Speller . which has recently been 
published 

The text covers grades two to six 
inclusive, and there is a separate 
volumn for each grade. 

The name of the book is derived 
from the fact that the pupil can 
follow the directions to a maximum 
extent without assistance from tlie 
teacher. It is set up in the form 
of units and has many special de- 
vices not found in the earlier spell- 
er. A text entitled "The Child- 
Centeied Speller ", was written somr 
time ago by Doctor Adams, and 
came from the press in 1931 This 
book has been used by over 10.000 
teachers and nearly two ntillion 
children. 

Although the new boo!:. "Mv SetT- 
Teaching Speller." is Just off the 
press, it has been received enthusi- 
astically by educators, according to 



Doctor Adams. It is not intended 
that it should replace the first 
speller but is simply a different 
kind of book, and will probably be 
used by school systems who prefer 
the work type rather than the reg- 
ular textbook form 

The text is published by the 
Augsburg Publishing company of 
Morristown,

Do you know mhat Home Ec-> 
nomics is? The popular conception 
in Mr Average Man's head is thai 
It is cooking and sewing, or. in other 
words, the development of manual 
skills As a matter of fact, it is nei- 
ther lust deveopment of skills nor 
a subject taught to give only fac' 
information "It i<-n"t a subject at 
all. It is a field of training. Of 
course you say that's pretty vague 
but let me explain. The welfare of 
a community is a reflection of the 
standards of living of its famine*. t 
Training, therefore, that tends to 
direct and improve standards of , 
living is important for the welfare 
of people both as individuals and as 



What does such training include? 
First of all it necessitates training 
in making wise choices. For in- 
stance, horn- wise would your choice 
be today if you had the good for- 
tune to be able to chose what kind 
of a house to live in? What kind 
would you in- 
? What kind of a heating sys- 
tem would you use? What kind of 
floors shades, draperies, rugs et oe - 
down to the last paring knife. 

you spend your money for? 
wise would your choices be and 
kind of

The second item of training con- 
cerned with fine standards of liv- 
ing deals with reactions of people 
to each other within the group.

that choice after the first glow of 
romantic adventure has faded? 
Have you even as good a training 
for entering upon that kind of part- 
nership as you have for the simplest 
kind of a business partnership? Can 
you make the social mental and 
emotional adjustments that it tak«:. 
to be as efficient and successful in 
in living together in a family as in 
a business or a profession? Should 
failure in living carry less opprobri- 
um than failure in making money' 

What does all this have to do 
with Home Economics? Just this. 
The objective of Home Economics 
is to provide training for fine fam- 
ily and community living. The 
management of family living, pro- 
it is well done, is one of the 
complicated jobs in the world. 
It requires diplomatic ability of a 
high order executive ability, a 
knowledge of money and of the val- 
ue of goods, a knowledge of nutri- 
tion, of cookery, of art. of home 
nuising and of psychology. Prep- 
aration for such a job is given by 
means of courses in art the sciences. 
English, the social sciences and the 
purely home economics courses of 
food preparation, meal planning 
and service, textiles, clothing, mar

For most college women, however 
the importance of home economics 
training lies in the fact that it 
provides pre par* ion for waae 
earning vocations, positions are to 
be found in teaching, in home dem- 
onstration work, in hospital diete- 
tics in instituition economics such 
as cafeteria and restaurant man- 
agement, in commercial positions 
as demonstrators of sales promot- 
ers, in home economics journalism 
and in research. The choice of vo- 
cations is very' broad in this field of 
training.

Their 
flower was the Touch Me Not. and 
their embk-m the broke The Ome 
ga chapter of Tau Beta Kakes was 
establish- 1 i on this campus in 1806 
and stayed in existence longer than 
most of these freak societies. 

The next year 1907. saw the or 
ganization of the "Ever empty Wake 
'Em Ups To b'-come a member, 
the student must have an abnormal 
capacity for pie the ability to main- 
tain life on a twelve hour a week 
basis with the working knowl 
of at least 20 culinary depart 
here, there, and over town 
Their motto was "No Feedee. No 
Playee." the three members of the 
club having claimed talent in guitar 
playing which tiny so willingly be- 
stowed on the fair co eds. 

The high officers of this club car 
ried the titles of Lord Grand Grub 
Oraber High Chief Putter Downer, 
and Lord Grand Purveyor of Super- 
fluous Eeatings.

1. No member of opposite sex may 
ever bope to be aroused in the wee 
small hours of the morning, who 
has not a speaking acquaintance 
with at least one member of the 
organization, and mho will not. with

Accuracy Of 
Lie Detectors

Students at the University whe 
have classes in Psychology and have 
flucied the different tvpes of li» 
doieciors used by this department, 
and have wondered at their seeminc 
accuracy, would be even further 
amazed at the super lie detector 
built by Mr. Ralph Brown, psychol- 
ogist at the United States Public 
Health Service Hospital. 

Mr. Brown's super lie detector is 
a combination of all three of the lie 
detectors used by the Psychology 
depaitroent a! the University. That 
Is it combines the use of the Poly- 
graph and the Galvanomenter. The 
Polygraph measures the rate of res- 
piration and the increase or de- 
crease of blood pressure. The Gal- 
vanometer measures the activity of 
the sweat elands by passing a small 
current of electricity through the 
bedy. When the sweat glands are 
simulated, the current flows mor» 
readily through the body which in- 
crease is measured by the Galvano- 
meter. It has been found by exper- 
imentation that when a person lies 
his breathing increases, blood pres- 
■-jte rises, and. sweat elands become 
over activf.

Astronomy is not the only hobby 
of the visitors to the observatory. 
Many of them are also lovers of 
dogs. Vitus is evident from the 
large number of thes? which ac 
company their masters. Professor 
Downing also likes dogs, but the 
two canines, which he possesses, 
have acquired but little of their 
master's geniality. 

Monday night is open hous? night 
at the Observatory, and on that 
evening. ma% people come from 
various parts of the state. The 
largest portion of these come to see 
Mars, the most notable of th? 
planets. If you are one of these, 
do not expect to see signs of life on 
this planet, for ycu will be disap- 
pointed. Astronomical instruments 
have not yet bc?n sufficiently deve 
loped for this, granting that such 
life is still present, and even this 
is very uncertain. 

One student suggested that, by 
placing trained fleas on the tet?s 
cope Mr. Downing could secure the 
desired effect for the people. 

Seriously though, a trip to the ob- 
servatory is interesting and -worth 
while. One can see craters, celes 
tial mountains and many other 
things which are not visible to the 
naked eye. Nearly everyon? gets 
a thrill from the di'zy feeling which 
results from turning the top of the 
observatory in order to change the 
focus of the telescope. But just one 
warning, if you would like to remain 
a friend of Mr. Downing or possibly 
play on his tennis team, don t swing 
on the telescope, don't even touch 
this instrument because the focu'. 
is easily ruined.
